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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To increase adhesive properties with a substrate to twice 
or more, 

and to prevent the capillary filtration of impure moisture from a 
boundary by 

containing the short fibers of aromatic polyamide in a potting resin 
at 

specific weight % at a resin ratio as an organic filler. 

CONSTITUTION: A curable epoxy resin by an aromatic amine adduct 
resin is 

used as a potting resin / and short fibers composed of poly-para- 
phenylene- 

diphenyl ether terephthalamide in aromatic polyamide and having 
length of 0 .5mm 

or less are employed as a filler. The thermal expansion coefficient 
of the 

short fibers takes a negative value at -55-125°C, and the thermal 
expansion 
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coefficient of the potting resin is equal to an alumina ceramic 
wiring board as 

6 .5ppm/°C on combination weight of 60wt.% with the epoxy resin. 
When a 

height peak is brought to 1.2mm in a circular region having a 
diameter of 10mm, 

a region in which a thermal expansion coefficient of 
6 .5±l . 0ppm/°C 

is maintained is kept within a range of 40-8 0% at the weight -ratio 
mixing ratio 
of fibers. 
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
